The Kentucky cave explorer has been 
found, but too late. He had been dead at 
Ica«t 24 hours -when Ed Brenner, a man 
of iron nerve and great strength, cravrled 
headfirst do"w~n into the darkness of Sand 
Cave to bring succor. Although, the coun- 
try regrets that the heroic efforts to save 
Collins' life were in vain, there is one 
bright spot in this drama of the hills and 
caves that stands out to thrill the heart. 
And that is the self-sacrifice of the men 
•who toiled desperately for days in a nar- 
row shaft, with death on every hand, to 
reach the trapped explorer before he died.

If British candidates 
had been forced to canvass by rail, auto 
and buckboard the tremendous areas of 
American election districts the cost of 
such stump tours would have boosted the 
total still higher. 


The fact is that an election campaign 


conducted in a big way is a public boon 
of the first magnitude. The British elec- 
tion of December. 1923. got out 21.283,- 
085 voters, or 68.24 per cent of the possi- 
ble electorate. 
The American campaign 


this summer and fall didn't do so well as 
that, but comparatively it made a good 
showing. 


When the Republican national commit- 


tee defended its raising of a -53.000.000 
fund last year it pointed out that the sel- 
ling of the Victory loan cost j«st short o£ 
$12.000.000. and that the selling of a 
candidate to the same people who bought 
the bonds is quite as complicated a task, 
forcing parties to employ the "methods "of 
"Wrigley. of Barnum. of Belasco'5 to get 
out the vote. Not only is this true, but it 
is also a political fact that the effect of 
one man's publicity is often another man's 
boost. 
The biggest spender does not al- 


ways win by any means. 


This British election of 1923. for in- 


stance, in which Stanley Baldwin and the 
Conservatives with most of the wealth on 
their side defended their power desper- 
ately and to the last ditch, resulted in the 
Labor and Socialist ministry of Ramsay 
Macdonald. 
The general effect of ener- 


getic and expensive campaigns is to rouse 
public thinking on the issues; not always 
to clinch and hogtie votes.

cause it is warm, but because it coddles the body 
in spots. 


Loosely knitted textures, to permit free exapora- 


tion of sweat through the holes, are desirable in 
underwear at any season. Silk is all right from the 
hygienic viewpoint, wool and silk is too, wool and 
cotton, is too, or pure cotton. Linen Is all right for 
mild weather Or climate where light material suf- 
fices; if heavier underwear is desirable, linen Is un- 
suitable.

Great Dome 


From Ruin

Washington, D. C.—Americans 
as 


v\ell .is all others of the English speak- 
ing woild have, since earliest child- 
hood and in many generations, heard 
the nursery rhyme warning that "Lon- 
don Bridge is falling down." 
Some- 


thing more important now actually is 
in danger 
of 
fall down. It is St 


Paul cathedral. ' 


The 200-year old structure, regard- 


ed 
by many as second only to St. 


Peter's at Rome in splendor, domin- 
ates the city of London. For every sec- 
tion its dome, which rices 363 feet In 
the air above the smoke and fog of 
the woild's metropolis, may be seen. 
On approaching London from the sur 
rounding country the vast dome of St 
Paul's is the first object descried. It 
it this world-famous dome which is 
said to be in danger of collapse. 


The dean and chapter of St. Paul's 


have issued an appeal, addressed es 
pecially to Englishmen but specifical 
ly including the people of the Whole 
world, asking for voluntary donations 
to undertake extensive repairs to save 
the fabric of the cathedral 
It was 


not possible in advance to determine 
the precise amount needed for the 
work, 
tween 


but it was estimated that be 
half and three-quarters of 


million dollars would suffice. 


KING FIRST GIVER 


The appeal was made early in Jan 


uary. 
The first day brought nearly 


$75,000 in contributions The list was 
headed by the king who contributed 
$500. Then followed the Queen with 
$250, then the queen mother, Alexan 
dria, with a like amount, and the 
Prince of Wales with a similar sum 
The list of the first donors included 
names known around the world 
It 


included not only the greatest business 
concerns such as the Bank of 
land, the Company of Mercers and 
similar organizations, but donors of 
sums as small as sixpence •— clerks 
newsboys and old ladies. 


A contribution of special interest 


to Americans was that of "The Gov- 
ernor and Company of Adventurers 
of England Trading Into Hudson's 
Bay"—More commonly known as the 
Hudson's Bay Company. This great 
concern, in an accompanying letter, 
explained its special interest in the 
cathedral as due to the fact that Sir 
Christopher Wren, its architect, was 
at one time a member of the board of 
directors of the company, assisting 
in the conduct of its trading enter- 
prises in America.

St. Paul's since long before^the Nor- 
man conquest—that is, for more than 
a thousand 
years. 
Saxon

have been found in excavations made 
in connection with later work. 
What 


is known as Old St Paul's—a cathe- 
dral of definitely known structure of 
which plans and pictures still are ex- 
tant—we begun in 10S3 by William the 
Conqueror. It was added to and re- 
paired from time to time and in 1G6G 
Sir Christopher Wren was commission- 
ed by King James to make plans for a 
general enlargement and remodeling 


ACTUALLY THREE DOMES 


The dome—-towering above the en- 


tire city—is the great feature of the 
cathedral. It consists actually of three 
domes, one within another. This was 
necessary for structural reasons The 
inner dome is the one seen by the wor- 
shipper from within 
Then there is 


a second dome, never seen by the 
public, which springs aloft to support 
the great SOO ton lantern, globe and 
cross crowning the whole structure 
From which the spectator beholds the 
third or external dome.
